LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Aug. 21.—An unfair advantage was 
taken of the sun yesterday. Offi- 
cially it was not due back here until 
tomorrow, but it was So close to 
the horizon at noon that the men 
of the Byrd expedition climbed 
the radio towers and saw it from 
the top of the Barrier hills. 

It did not quite detach itself 
from the clinging sky line, but at 
least three-quarters of it were visi- 
ble. Not only that but a seal was 
killed for fresh meat, the second 
seal seen this season and the snow 
shovel gang was out making the 
end of the long hibernation. 

This was a perfect day to get 
the first glimpse of the sun. Early 
yesterday morning the sky became 
golden in the northeast and the 
splash of light moved northward 
until a thin gold light was shim- 
mering on the edge of the barrier. 
Masses of yellow and orange clouds 
were piled above this shining seg- 
ment, the pale blue of the sky 
between them. 

Almost overhead a coral pink line 
of clouds stretched like a fairy 
read and was lost over the horizon. 
Low in the south was a band of 


pale blue violet and above that a 
band of deep rose pink in which 
was set the full moon like a jewel. 
It was a pale green yellow moon 
with a corgna of pale opaline 
green, an unreal and_= spectral 
moon. 

So magnificent were the colors 
that the men _ shoveling snow 
stopped and leaned on their shov- 
els in enjoyment of such beauty. 
Slowly the colors changed, became 
deeper and less evanescent as the 
pulsating gold glow of the north 
grew wider and stretched further 
up the sky. 

All around the camp men 
dropped shovels and ran for the 
towers. Joe Rucker and Quin 
Biackburn and Arnold Clarke 
Swarmed up behind the command- 
er. There was part of the sun, 
a glowing ball of yellow face mag- 
nified tremenodusly by reflection. 
All watched it till the unaccus- 
tomed brilliance forced them to 
turn away. 

It had been four long months 
Since the sun had been seen here. 
four months of darkness and of 
twilight, of cold and _ blizzards. 
Only now we realize how much 
we missed it and how good it is to 
see it again: 

But it will be two days yet be- 
fore it can be seen above sea level 
or before it will shine directly on 
Little America, for the camp lies 
in a hollow. 


ACTOR IS FOUND KILLED

body of Robert Chapman, 28 years

EFFECT IN A WEEK 


State Commission Expected 
Soon to Issue Order for 
12-Ride One-Week Tick- 
ets at 90 Cents. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 21. — 


The experimental street car fare 
schedule agreed on by the City of 
St. Louis and St. Louis Public 
Service Co., providing for sale of 
12 street car rides for 90 cents, 
the tickets to be used in the week 
in which sold, and a 10-cent cash 
fare for riders not purchasing 
tickets, probably will be put into 
effect within a week, it was learned 
following a hearing on the sched- 
ule yesterday afternoon before the 
Public Service Commission, 

The Commission will issue an 
order in the next day or two, call- 
ing for filing of a schedule by the 
St. Louis Public Service Co., em- 
bodying the details of the plan 
agreed on, for a test period of 60 
days. 

A formal fare tariff then will 
be filed by the company, complying 
with the terms of the Commission’s 
order. Barring delays or other de- 
velopments, it is planned to put 
the experimental rates into effect 
early next week. 

Hearing Largely a Formality. 

The hearing yesterday largely 
was a formality for submission of 
the details of the proposed sched- 
ule, which had been worked out in 
previous conferences of city and 
company representatives with the 
Commission, and for presentation 
of views of the company officers 
and city officials. 

Belief of company officers that 
the test would not be very success- 
ful was expressed by Stanley 
Clarke, president of the company. 

“I am very distinctly of the 
opinion, and intend to stick to it, 
that the trial, as suggested by the 
city, should be of an_ evidential 
character and should be so re- 
garded,” he said. “That is our the- 
ory and really the only basis on 
which we are willing to take it. 

“We feel there is somewhat less 
than a 650-50 chance of the rev- 
enues from the proposed plan 
equaling present revenues.” : 

In view of that belief, Clarke 
said the company was making 
some preparations to meet a re- 
duction in revenues. 

Success of the experimental fare 
will depend in large degree on the 
vigor wit:. which the company 
pushes the plan, and the extent to 
which it attempts to popularize it 
with the public. Should the test 
result in a reduction of company 
revenue, that fact could be used by 
the company to advantage in press- 
ing its pending claim before ihe 
Commission for an increase in the 
present 8-cent fare to 10 cents, four 
tokens for 35 cents. An _ increase 
in revenue through the test fare 
would minimize the chances of the 
company to get the fare increase 
sought. 

The ticket, from a drawing pre- 
pared by the Public Service Co., 
looks like a meal ticket.

POWERS MAKE NEW 
OFFER TO BRITAIN 


Propose to Meet 50 Per 
Cent of Demand, but Get 
Little Encouragement 
From Snowden.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 21. — Dr. 
Gustav Stresemann, German For- 
eign Minister, today made an elev- 
enth-hour effort to save the repa- 
rations conference by warning the 
creditor Powers that Germany 
could not pay the cost of their 
failure to agree on the Young plan. 

The German Foreign Minister, 
at a meeting of the six Powers 
who had called the conference, left 
no doubt in the minds of those 
who heard him that the German 
Government was determined not to 
suffer from their disagreements 
over the distribution of the repa- 
rations payments by Germany. 

A meeting of the delegates of the 
six Powers, held at the request of 
Stresemann, lasted two hours and 
a half today, and was adjourned 
until 10:30 a m. tomorrow morn- 
ing. A communique issued after- 
ward said: 

“At the request of Dr. Strese- 
mann the delegations of the six in- 
viting Powers met at 6:30 p. m. 
to examine the present position of 
the work of the conference and the 
measures to be adopted in order to 
arrive at results.” 

The four creditor powers, 
France, Italy, Belgium and Japan 
had decided as a last attempt to 
meet the requests of Great Bri- 
tain, fifth creditor power, to make 
a definite offer of 50 per cent of 
the amount demanded by Philip 
Snowden, British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in excess of the sum 
allotted Great Britain by § the 
Young plan. 

Alberto Pirelli, Italian delegate, 
had a talk with Snowden but was 
unable to satisfy the British dele- 
gate that the Italian offers con- 
stituted a real inducement. 

Premier Briand, who, until the 
past few days, had confined him- 
self to the political aspects of the 
conference, and had held aloof 
from the controversy over the dis- 
tribution of annuities, continued 
his efforts to conciliate the views 
of the four powers with the British 
standpoint but the pessimism dis- 
played at the French headquarters 
indicated his efforts had thus far 
been unavailing. 

Italian representations that pre- 
cise offers to meet the _ British 
standpoint had been. made were 
contested in an unofficial British 
reply. This reply said that, while 
the Italo-American debt had been 
settled at 20 per cent of its face 
value, the Italian debt to Great 
Britain had been funded to 14 per 
cent. It was added that if the 
British Government agreed to such 
a favorable settlement of the Ital- 
ian debt, it was because Italy had 
complained that it had a very small 
share in German reparations pay- 
ments and that it was prepared to 
apply all of the receipts on account 
of reparations to extinguish its 
debts. 

During the day the representa- 
tives of the four powers interested 
in the question of evacuation of the 
Rhineland considered a report on 
the legality of the proposed com- 
mission of control. i 

Dr. Stresemann reiterated the 
German argument that the League 
of Nations was the proper tribunal 
to resort to in case of any com- 
plaint the French might have to 
make concerning armament activ- 
ities on the left bank of the Rhine. 
The German Foreign Minister held 
that in any case the commission of 
control could occupy itself with 
minor matters only and ‘that conse- 
quently there was no real reason 
for it. 

Premier Briand of France said 
that the commission was provided 
for in the Geneva agreement and 
that the qu>stion of its utility was 
debatable, but not disproven.

DEVELOPMENTS. 
IN STRANGE CASE 
OF BALDWIN 


Sheriff Defies Prosecutor 
and Gets Warrant for 
McGauley in Overland 
Bank Murder. 


There were two developments to- 
day in the strange case of Sylvester 
Baldwin, whom Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Castlen of St. Louis County in- 
sists he will prosecute for the 
murder of Todd V. Phelps, bank 
cashier, in spite of the fact that 
Sheriff Lill of St. Louis County 
and Chief of Detectives Kaiser of 
St. Louis maintain that the slayer 
was James McGauley, now known 
in police circels as Baldwin’s “‘dou- 
ble.”’ 

The first was the announcement 
in the forenoon by Sheriff Lill that 
he had obtained warrants from 
Justice of the Peace Chase at Fer- 
guson charging McGauley with 
murder and Lawrence G, Ahrens 
with robbery in connection with 
the $11,200 holdup of the Overland 
State Bank on Jan. 18, when 
Phelps was killed. 

The second occurred in Detroit, 
where McGauley was convicted by 
a jury of robbery while armed, and 
sentenced to life imprisonment in 
the Michigan penitentiary at Mar- 
quette. - Chief of Detectives Kaiser, 
in Detroit, announced he would go 
to Lansing and ask Gov. Green to 
parole McGauley so that he might 
be brought to Missouri for prose- 
cution in the Overland Bank mur- 
der, 

Baldwin, proprietor of the no- 
torious Plantation Inn in Wellston, 
and reputed associate of Cuckoo 
gangsters, is held at Clayton jail 
awaiting trial, the Prosecutor be- 
ing prepared to rely principally on 
the testimony of George Hoech, 
bank bookkeeper, who identified 
Baldwin as the slayer of Phelps. 
In a deposition recently Hoech de- 
clared he identified Baldwin, not 
by any particular features, but by 
the simple process of recognition.

Justice Chase, Sept. 6.

TZEPPELIN’S 


DEPARTURE 
IS DELAYED 
BY ACCIDENT 


Start for Los Angeles Today 


Uncertain as Two Strutts 
Are Broken in Taking 
Craft From Hangar. 


MOTOR GONDOLA 


STRIKES GROUND 


Favorable and 
Thousands Had Gathered 
at Airport to Witness 
Takeoff From Tokio. 


By the Associated Press. 
GASUMIGAURA, Aug. 21.—Aft- 
er the Graf Zeppelin had been 
damaged early today in being re- 
moved from her hangar to begin 
the flight to Los Angeles, Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, her commander, 
announced that the flight would 
not begin until tonight, and possi- 
bly not until tomorrow , 

All passengers and crew of the 
Graf Zeppelin were aboard at 3:47 
a. m., and the ground crew began 
drawing the dirigible from the han- 
gar at 4:04 a. m. Three minutes 
later, when the great airship had 
nearly reached the open, a defec- 
tive trolley caused the gondola 
holding the rear motor to strike the 
earth and two struts were broken. 

The Graf Zeppelin was returned 
to the hangar at 4:15 a. m. 

Dr. Eckener said later repairs 
to the struts would require eight 
hours. 

“IT hope to be able to start this 
evening,” he said, “although we 
may be delayed until tomorrow.” 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Aug. 21.—An ideal 
Oriental sunset today gave assur- 
ance of most favorable weather for 
the start oz the Graf Zeppelin’s 
flight across the Pacific Ocean from 
here to Tos Angeles. 

Just before nightfall engineers 
completed the refueling of the air- 
ship. Stores, lubricants and food 
were stowed away for the longest 
overseas flight yet attempted by 
any craft. The distance across the 
Pacific is estimated at 5400 miles, 
requiring not more than 100 hours 
of flying.

Masked Wayfarers. 


As our car crowded through the 
pedestrians they turned their faces 
away from the center of the road,

. @ protection against the headlights 
and dust. A few faces turned to- 
ward us were startling. Were they 
bandits or masked Ku Kluxers? 
Soon we found they were friendly 
peasants who tied their handker- 
chiefs across their nose to keep 
their mouth from swallowing the 
clouds of dirt rising from the soft- 
surfaced roads. 


Scores of bicycles thronged the 
roads, the riders carrying lanterns 
in their hands. Some wobbled 
slowly, others raced, threatening 
every minute to tumble beneath the 
wheels of our car. Some riders 
had two or sometimes three smal] 
boys as passengers. 


We passed through many vil- 
lages. Some of the people stopped 
to stare. Others clattered onward, 
fluttering fans, their wooden soled 
shoes rattling on the sidewalks. 


The Tokio suburbs were dimly 
lighted; their advertising signs 
sooked to us like crude drawings of 
stunted fir trees. Children played 
in corners or rushed madly be- 
side the car, shouting “Banzai!” 
Many men and women, most of the 
latter nursing babies, sat cross- 
legged on benches in the open. 
Others were drinking light-colored, 
slightly bitter tea. We joined a 
group and refreshed ourselves. 


Tokio’s Great White Way- 


The lights of Tokio's great white 
way, shielded in great round glass 
lampshades, shone softly upon us 
In this land where all things seem 
miniature. Signs and streets and 
lamps are no exception. Al! the 
houses are low and close together. 
but in some places modern sky- 
scrapers raise ‘heir square bulks. 

Finally we swung into the court- 
yard of the Grand Imperia] Hotel 
and in a few minutes were splash- 
ing in hot, scented baths. 
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In applying for the 10-cent fare 
the company argued that under the 
present rate it was not receiving a 
fair return on its property. How- 
ever, taking the company’s state- 
ment of its earnings for the first 
full year of the 8-cent fare, the 
Post-Dispatch on Aug. 7 showed 
that after payment of all operating 
expenses and interest on borrowed 
money there was left for the com- 
mon stock a profit equal to 26 per 
cent of the cash the subscribers for 
that stock paid into the company’s 
treasury. It also was shown that 
the earnings were in excess of 7 
per cent on the price paid for the 
street railway property by the pres- 
ent company. 

The test rate agreement grew 
out of a series of conferences 
which were suggested by the Com- 
mission in an effort to work out 
a schedule that would provide fare 
reductions for the regular ear 
riders and an increase only for in- 
frequent riders. 


When Clarke was asked by 
Chairman Milton R, Stahl to pre- 
sent the company’s view of the 
schedule at the opening of the 
hearing, Clarke said: ‘We are the 
jellyfish here and we are waiting 
to see what the whales do.” 

“I do not know. who the whales 
are,” Stahl replied. “Proceed.” 
W. B. Bennett Explains Schedule. 

WwW. B. Bennett, valuation 
engineer for the company, was the 
only witness. He presented detalis 
of the proposed schedule, the 
principal features of which are as 
follows: 

Cash fare of 10 cents (an in- 
crease of 2 cents) in the city and 
in each of the various zones on 
St. Louis County lines, 

A weekly commutation ticket 
book, or card, 12 rides for 90 
cents, an average fare of Tl 
cents, to be used within the week 
beginning at 3 a. m. Monday and 
ending at 3 a. m. the following 
Monday. 

Not more than one person may 
ride on a card at a time, and 
the tickets are good on any of 
the city or county lines. 

After the 12 rides are used, the 
ticket holder may ride for 5 
cents a ride during the remainder 
of the week for which the ticket 
was issued, by exhibiting the 
ticket. when paying the 6 cents. 

If not all of the rides are 
used within the week, the holder 
may obtain a refund of 10 cents 
for each unused ride in excess of 
three. On this basis the average 
far would be 10 cents for the 


first nine rides a week as the 
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ticket-holder must ride more 
than nine times to get the reduc- 
tion. (If the ticket-holder used 
seven tickets he would get a re- 
fund of 20 cents on two of the 
five unused rides.) 

Sale of Sunday and holiday 
passes, good for one day, for 
25 cents, will be continued. 

St. Charles Line Exception. 

The commutation tickets will 
be good in all fare zones except 
the west zone of the St. Charles 
line. This is the Missouri River 
bridge zone and a flat fare of 10 
cents will be charged in it on the 
ground that the company must 
pay a bridge toll of 5 cents for 
each passenger. 

The tickets will be good on 
company-operated busses in the 
city, but not on the St. Charles 


line busses. Fares on the St. 
Charles bus line will not be 
changed. 


Ticket cards will be on sale 
throughout the week gon the 
street cars and at agencies to be 
established. 

Present transfer 
are not changed. 

The price of the 40-ride com- 
mutation books sold for use on 
the Creve Coeur line will be in- 
creased from $3.20 to $4. These 
tickets are each good for a ride 
through the two-fare zones of the 
Creve Coeur line. 

Weekly reports will be made 
by the company to the commis- 
sion on the effect of the sched- 
ule, and additional fare registers 
will be placed in the street cars 
to register the different classes 
of fares paid. 

Muench Urges Co-Operation. 

City Counselor Muench made a 
brief statement, urging that the 
public co-operate in giving the plan 
a fair trial. He said it was the 
position of the city that a conces- 
sion in fares would attract riders 
from a competitive means of trans- 
portation and give the street car 
company additional revenue. 

“Some means other than contin- 
ual fare increases must be devised 
to check the continuing loss of pas- 
sengers,"’ Muench said. “It is our 
belief that a schedule such as this 
one of the city and company have 
agreed on not only will give a re- 
duction in fare to the regular riders, 
but will furnish a test from whicn 
a solution of the present. difficy}- 
ties may come. It is obvious that 
such a solution is necessary if street 
car systems are to continue to Op- 
erate.” 

J. H. Grand, City Attorney for 
University City, expressed doubt 
that the test would be successful, 
and declared it would mean a 20- 
cent fare for many occasional 
ridérs in the two-fare zones in 
University City. 

He declared the occasional rider 
would not be induced to use the 
cars more frequently through the 
proposed schedule, and expressed 
the belief that it was unworkable.

DIRIGIBLE PICKS UP PLANE 
AND RELEASES IT IN FLIGHT 


Los Angeles Catches Heavier-Than- 
Air Craft With Wire and Hook 
in Test in East. 
By the Associated Press, 
LAKEHURST, N. J., Aug. 21.— 
The United States Navy dirigible 
Los Angeles returned to its hangar 
early today after a 101%4-hour flight 
over Central New Jersey. While 
in flight the dirigible practiced 
picking up and releasing an air- 
plane. The plane, piloted by a 
Navy man, was caught by a wire 
hung from the stern of the Los 
Angeles, which connected with a 
hook on top of the plane. 

Flying at the same speed as that 
of the Los Angeles the pilot 
brought his plane into position un- 
der the stern of the airship and 
swung the hook on his wing into 
the U-shaped wire attachment. The 
propeller of the plane was con- 
tinued in motion to prevent the tail 
from dropping. This difficulty 
will be surmounted by attaching 
another hook to the tail of the 
plane and another yoke farther 
back on-the dirigible, it was ex- 
plained. After flying together for 
several minutes the plane was cut 
loose from the airship. 

The test was made in accord- 
ance with Lieutenant-Commander 
Herbert V. Wiley’s project to de- 
velop the scheme until aS many as 
six planes can be carried at one 
time.

DOVE ORCHID BOOMS 
AT HAWS GARDE 


St. Louisans May View Extraor- 
dinary Blossoms of Rare 
Flower. 


St. Louisans may see for them- 
selves for the next few weeks why 
Shaw’s Garden has two lines of 
world dominance—orchids and lil- 
ies, 

First, they have now the only 
opportunity in St. Louis and possi- 
bly in the United States, to see the 
extraordinary blossoms of the dove 
orchid, of which Shaw’s Garden has 
the largest collection in the world. 
The extreme rarity of that lovely 
flower is pointed by the fact that 
this “largest collection” includes 
little more than 40 plants, and that 
only one will bloom this year. 

On this single spike, in the or- 
chid display house, are 20 pure 
white blossoms. Half a glance at 
them will show why collectors 
have almost exterminated them in 
their native Panama, just as picnic 
parties have driven the lady slip- 
pers, Missouri's native orchids, 
from the woods near St. Louis. 

Snow, even away from the city 
soot, would be a dull and dingy 
thing compared to the whiteness 
of these flowers. The sepals form 
a rounded cup, sheltering the per- 
fect likeness of the head, throat 
and breast of a white dove, ap- 
pearing to hover’ with upraised 
wings. 

It is little wonder that supersti- 
tious natives call this orchid the 
“Holy Ghost.” Cupidity however 
has succeeded superstition as the 
reason of its depletion in Panama. 
Hundreds of tourists buy the plants 
in bloom, unaware that a Govern- 
ment embargo prevents their bring- 
ing orchids into this country. 

The Dove orchid will remain 
on display, while its 20 blossoms 
open in groups of three or four, 
for about three weeks, but the 
Summer glory of the lilies, truly 
Surpassing Solomon’s without toil 
except by the horticuiturist, wiil 
go On until frost. 

In the August heat these mas- 
terpieces of collaboration between 
nature and man have reached 
their fullest beauty, aid they will 
not begin to wane before the end 
of September. The pools of the 
entrance plaza are starred’ with 
them in colors of ethereal deli- 
cacy. 

Tropical lily hybrids had made 
St. Louis famous in the great bo- 
tanical gardens of Furope before 
Shaw’s Garden took its first step 
on the road to pre-erninence in or- 
chids. Eight varieties created by 
the superintendent, George UH. 
Pring, may be seen in the lily 
pools. Each has won awards of

DEL MONTE, Aug. 21.—Imagine 
anything more certain to blast the 
hopes of any golfer than an eight- 
eenth hole, the most difficult of an 
entire course! 

Yet this is the situation that 162 
golfers must face in the 1929 Na- 
tional Amateur Golf championship, 
at Pebble Beach, Cal, Sept. 2—7. 
Amateur and professional golfers, 
architects and writers all agree 
that this 540 yvard hole, with its 
tee jutting out over the Pacific 
calling for a diagonal carry to a 
well-trapped fairway and a green 
so well trapped that only the 
brave and stout-hearted long hit- 
ters dare bang away at the target 
on their second shot, is the most 
difficult of the entire layout. 

With the ocean on the left. to 
catch a hooked tee-shot and traps 
to the right, the long hitters must 
sacrifice distance for accuracy and 
content themselves to take the easi- 
est route and play safe. Then a 
well-placed second shot and a pitch 
to the guarded green before one 
can let up tension on this finishing 
hole. 

Jack Neville, California amateur 
champion, who has probably 
played this hole more than any 
other entrant in the amateur event, 
believes that it will wreck more 
scores than any other hole. The 
eighth, with its yawning chasm to 
carry on the second shot; the sey- 
enth with the changing wind that 
one day calls for a mashie-niblic, 
the next for a full iron, all have 
their terrors, but none equal the 
eighteenth.

OT all is gweet smelling 


about Mickey’s rise to fame. 
He won his wélter honors fair- 
ly enough; but the young eaglet 
in winning, conquered a 37-year 
old hawk whose talons were 
broken with long fighting—Jack 
Britton. 

Two welterweights, Pete Latzo 
and Joe Dundee, thrashed *Aick- 
ey soundly, a little later, anc he 
lost his crown. He gained a new 
lease on life when, as a middle- 
weight, Referee Benny Yanger 
of Chicago, threw a mental som- 
ersault and gave i1im a decision 
over .Tiger Flowers, then mid- 

dleweight king. . Tiger won by 
a mile, and an investigation fol- 
lowed; the commission admitted 
a mistake had been made but 
was powerless to do anything, 
other than change the rules to 
guard against the repetition of 
such a horror. Fans never forgace 
Walker for refusing to give 
Flowers a return -ratch and the 
deacon died, leaving the ee 
clear to Walker.

He is an aggressive 
little fellow and, while he lacks 
a real knockout punch, he is of 
the bulldog type and makes a 
forward fight. He is an im- 
provement on a lot of the safety- 
first men who ease their way 
through to the top. 

If Doc Kearns would let him 
Mickey would fight anybody, 
any time——and.that takes away 
a jot of the spots on Mickey’s 
escutcheon. 

However, it would appear that 
he is too light for the job of 
light heavyweight king, and too 
heavy for the middleweight 
throne.

XVII. The Jones Law. 


' LMOST every one has noticed recently 


that every magazine has most attractive 

advertisements for the use of yeast cakes. 
They picture such attractive, athletic, virile 
looking men and women that I take some 
pride in having had a part in selling the idea 
to the country! 
Much advertisement of yeast follows from 
two cases in the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States which prohibited doctors from pre- 
scribing more than a pint of whisky every 
10 days, or using beer for general tonic pur- 
poses. 
A large array of most distinguished physi- 
cians, led by Dr. Lambert of New York, urged 
that such laws were unconstitutional because 
they unduly interfered with the professional] 
judgment of a physician in prescribing what 
he thought best for his patient. The Sypreme 
Court room was quite filled with interested 
listeners during these arguments. 
I remember when one of them was con- 
cluded, at the recess, Chief Justice Taft 
stepped down from the bench to greet a prom- 
inent physician. The physician’s wife had 
listened so eagerly to the argument that, with- 
out appreciating the impropriety of her re- 
mark, she greeted the Chief Justice warmly 
by saying, ‘“‘Oh, I do hope you will decide this 
case in our favor!” 
This impulsive comment made in the pres- 
ence of several people just drew forth one 
of Chief Justice Taft’s famous chuckles! But 
the Supreme Court’s opinions (265 U. S. 545; 
272 U. S. 581) upheld the constitutionality 
of the law. 
And 'so it happens that we nibble yeast in- 
stead: of drinking malt extract—for health 
and vigor! 7 
Taxing Bootleggers’ Incomes. 

Vast sums are made by bootleggers. They 
never pay income tax. Frequently the way 
we have brought them to justice best is by 
investigating first their financial transactions, 
and assessing the tax. A bootlegging bucca- 
neer named Manly Sullivan resisted paying 
any income tax. And his best defense was 
that he had made his income unlawfully and 
it violated the Constitution to compel him to 
put in a tax return. He won the point, too, 
before the Circuit Court of Appeals. He tried 
his own case. He had a sense of humor, 
quick wit and a glib tongue. The Judge was 
reluctant to hold him as closely in check as 
to the asking of irrelevant questions as he 
would a practicing attorney. Sullivan was 
aware of this and was constantly overstep- 
ping the bounds of propriety. 

At appropriate places in his examination 
or cross-examination he would turn aside for 
comments to the jury. One of these com-> 
ments was: “You gentlemen see how these 
northerners are harassing me under the pro- 
hibition and the tax laws—two of the most 
damnable statutes on the books of this coun- 
iy. 

_ Making Crime Less Profitable. 

When | was in the midst of my argument 
/on the law of the case, later, to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, the Chief Jus- 
tice suddenly burst out in an audible chuckle 
that quite upset my train of thought. He 
had found the page of the record upon which 
| Sullivan's comment appeared. He comment- 
ed that the defendant in the case seemed to 
hold very decided views with respect to cer- 
tain of the Federal statutes. 

The Supreme Court held in this case that 
an income tax was collectible on profits il- 
legally amassed.

Will Ever Secure Obedience to Laws” 


Mrs. Willebrandt Defends the 


Comparison of Penalties 


A” person who imports goods in vio- 
lation of the Customs law, or who 
sells such goods after importation, may be 
imprisoned two years. 

In other words, if George Jones had 
been convicted of smuggling into the Unit- 
ed States empty whisky bottles, a Judge 
could have sentenced him to the penitentia- 
ry for two years, and could have fined him 
$7000. But if George Jones had instead 
smuggled into the United States hundreds 
of gallons of whisky, he would prior to the 
Jones amendment have been subject to a 
maximum penalty of only a $500 fine in 
case of conviction. 

If a manufacturer fails to affix the re- 

uired revenue stamp on _ phosphorus 
matches, he is liable to a sentence of two 
years in prison. 

Another man, manufacturing tobacco 
without giving the required bond is sub- 
ject to a minimum sentence of from one 
to five years in prison. 

For certifying a check when a depositor 
had not sufficient funds, the National 
Banking Act provides a penalty of impris- 
onment in the penitentiary for from five 
to 15 years. 

If an army officer while in an intoxi- 
cated condition at a polling place inter- 
feres with an election he is subject to a 
sentence of five years’ imprisonment, or a 
$5000 fine. But the bootlegger who sold 
‘him the cause of his intoxication, if con- 
victed prior to enactment of. the Jones act, 
faced at .the most only six months in jail 


penitentiary sentences. The Sullivan decision 
made crime less profitable, for the illegal op- 
erator in making his return does not dare to 
openly deduct his »sutiay for graft. 


The lower court raised that very point, but 
Justice Holmes waved it to one side, saying: 


It is urged that if a return were made 
the defendant would be entitled to deduct 
illegal expenses such as bribery. This by 
no means follows, but it will be time 
enough to consider the question when 
some taxpayer has the temerity to 
raise it. 

These decisions represent permanent gains 
in the Government’s huge task of enforcing 
the eighteenth amendment. The winds of 
popular disapproval and political excitement 
over “Volsteadism” may rage, but these foun- 
dations, though unspectacular, are sure and 
firm. Ultimate orderly enforcement will be 
built upon them. At moments of discourage- 
ment I find reassurance in the knowledge 
that in this way I have really left a perma- 
nent contribution to the development of con- 
stitutional law, a contribution of increasing 
value as the Government proceeds on its task 
of enforcing the eighteenth amendment. 


The Jones “Five and Ten’’. 
Many tears have been shed by anti-prohibi- 


tionists, and especially organizations actively 
engaged in propaganda against the prohibi- 
tion law, because of the amendment which 
the antis have labeled ‘“‘The Jones Five and 


Ten Law.’”’ 
I have heard many such comments as this: 


Now you have a law that will let a 
Judge send a woman to prison for five 
years for selling a quart of whisky; and 
probably the next thing the prohibition- 
ists will get through is a law giving a 
life sentence to the bootlegger who is 
caught a second time, and after that you 
will probably try to get capital punish- 
ment for supplying the stuff that even 
Judges are drinking. The prohibition- 
ists are just getting desperate because 
they know the law can’t be enforced un- 
der reasonable penalty. 

How much truth is there in such state- 


ments? 

First, let’s see what the Jones Law pro- 
vides: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 

America in Congress assembled, That 
wherever a penalty or penalties are pre- 
scribed in a criminal prosecution by the 
National Prohibition act, as amended and 
supplemented, for the illegal manufacture, 
sale, transportation, importation, or expor- 
tation of intoxicating liquor, as defined by 
section 1, Title II, of the National Prohi- 
bition act, the penalty imposed for each 
such offense shall be a fine not to exceed 
$10,000 or imprisonment not to exceed five 
years, or both; Provided, That it is the in- 
tent of Congress that the court, in impos 
ing sentence hereunder, should discrimin- 
ate between casual or slight violations and 
habitual sales of intoxicating liquor, or at- 
tempts to commercialize violations of the 
law. 

Sec. 2. This act shall not repeal nor elim- 
inate any minimum ‘penalty. for the first 
or any subsequent offense now provided 
by the said National Prohibition act. 

I do not believe that harsh penalties will 
ever secure enforcement of or obedience to 
laws. It is quite true, as stated by some 
of the Anti-Prohibitionists, that juries will 
not convict if the punishment does not fit 
the crime. Certainly, as the head of the De- 
partment charged with the responsibility for 
the conduct of prosecutions, I would not rec-

ommend enactment of a law that would make 
conviction more difficult to obtain. 


Mercy Tempered With Justice. 

Yet the fact is—and I say it without any 
compunction or pangs of conscience—that ! 
actively advocated the passage of the Jones 
bill. 

Why? 

Probably some of my Anti-Prohibitionist 
friends will supply an answer far from the 
truth— | 

“She is a fanatic on prohibition and she 
would put her own mother in jail for 10 
years of she found her selling a pint of 


liquor,” 
I have always believed, and my official 


record contains plenty of proof of that fact, 
that it is best for society to temper justice 
with mercy. 

But I also believe that there is such a 
thing as being too lenient and “easy” with 
the criminal, and the result is disastrous for 
law-abiding citizens. ' 

The prohibition enforcement problem 
would not have reached the proportions it 
has today if there had been adequate penal- 
ties prior to passage of the Jones law that 
would have deterred and discouraged and 
frightened the thousands who embarked on 
bootlegging with the thought in mind ‘well 
even if I do get caught, I will only get a 
$100 fine or a couple of months in jail. The 
money I can make justifies that much risk.” 


Let’s see what the situation was up to the 
time of passage of the Jones law. 


Willie Haar of national bootlegging fame, 
whose profits reached the sum of seven mil- 
lion dollars, after conviction with some 60 
of his confederates, under a conspiracy charge 
was given the maximum sentence the Judge 
could impose. That sentence was two years! 
And it wasn’t under the prohibition law. Un- 
der it Haar could have not received more 
than six months and a thousand dollar fine. 

In other words, a man who had by brib- 
ery, corruption, fraud and perhaps violence, 
and theft, distributed liquor through many 
states, contributing to the downfall and per- 
haps death of many persons with whom he 
never came in contact, was subject to less 
punishment than he would have been if con- 
victed of stealing a gold watch or diamond 
ring in any one of most of the states. 

Consider for a moment the actual case of 
an Indian agent who simply defrauded the 
Government in supplying groceries and other 
necessities to Indians on their reservations. 
and who thus violated two sections of the 
Federal Statute. The agent had a family to

FOR UNITED CHINA

SHANGHAI, Aug. 21. — The 
Chinese Nationalist Government 
will not bow to any imperialistic 
aggression, no matter how power- 
ful, Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, presi- 
dent of China, declared in an ad- 
dress on ‘tthe Manchurian situation 
before the Central Military College 
at Nanking yesterday. 

“We are quite confident,” he 
said, “that Russia is In no position 
to conduct extensive armed aggres- 
sion against us. Occurrences in the 
} Sino-Soviet border in recent days 
indicate clearly that we must wait 
and be prepared.” 

Chiang described China's weak- 
nesses, which he declared were the 
basic reasons why all impertalists, 
including Russia, hold China in 
contempt. The Soviets, he said, 
“believe that the Chinese are Uto- 
pians,” meaning that they have no 
sense of order and discipline, no 
political ability and do not under- 
stand the meaning of the word 
“nation.” 

“That is why they browbeat us 
to achieve their ends. Hundreds 
of years of degenerate culture have 
made the Chinese an effete race. 
Intellectually and spiritually Uto- 
pian and physically weak—that’'s 
what the world at large considers 
us.” 

Must Unite to Survive. 

If the Chinegg nation is to sur- 
vive, he continued, its people must 
obey the laws and display a united 
front when facing a common dan- 
ger. 

“This spirit has long been dead 
with the Chinese,” he declared, 
“and unless it is regenerated there 
is little hope of our surviving. 

“The Russians are in the wrong 
in every respect in the present 
controversy. They oppress us and 
actually invade our territory, yet 
they say they are merely carrying 
out armed reprisals.” 

“When the Russians helped us,” 
Chiang declared, “few realized that 
they had a game of thelr own, 
Many believed in their sincerity.

GOOD WORK. 

Chief Gerk, learning of an impending outbreak of 
Italian gang warfare, has ordered the arrest of 20 
well-known gangsters likely to participate in such an 
encounter. When they are brought in the police will 
open pourparlers, as the diplomats have it, with the 
idea of averting the conflict.

The Emden Visits New Zealand 


A delicate situation was caused by the visit of the German training ship, Emden, to 
New Zealand; while official honors were paid her, the bulk of New Zealanders, 
narrowly national in their feelings, held themselves aloof; they could not forget 
the war, in which so many New Zealanders were killed, or the original Emden, 
the raider which threatened the first Anzac force to leave for Europe.

WELLINGTON, N. Z. 
HE recent visit of the Emden to New 


Zealand was the cause of much dis- 
Gussion. Because of its isolation it is a 
tight little island — or islands, for there 
are two main ones—slow to change any of 
its habits or opinions. Also, as a result of 
this isolation, New Zealand has few foreign 
contacts outside the Empire, and particular- 
ly few with Germany. Consequently it is 
unfamiliar with the Germans in peace time. 
Like Victoria, in British Columbia, it is 
more British than the homeland, for its 
million and a quarter inhabitants, excluding 
the Maoris, are 95 per cent British stock. 
Of all the nations engaged in the war, ‘vith 
the exception of England, New Zealand sent 
the largest proportion of its men to the 
front—approximately 543 per cent of those 
of military age. Because none of those 
men were in organizations behind the lines 
but all in active fighting units, with con- 
sequent heavy casualties amounting to 
nearly half of those who went overseas, the 
war is still very real and vivid and the feel- 
ing bitter. Conscription came into effect in 
New Zealand only late in the war, but by 
the time of the Armistice the married men 
with two children were being drafted. 
Previously the single men, the married men 
with no children and those with one child 
had gone—about one hundred thousand in 
all—which indicates how deeply the war 
had touched this little country.

When the first New Zealand Expedition- 
ary Force, together with three Australian 
divisions started out—more than 36 ship- 
loads of the famous Anzacs of Galipoli— 
accompanied by a convoy of a Japanese, a 
French and two Australian cruisers, it was 
the appearance of the former Emden which 
made it necessary for them to return to 
their base. After a second start the Em- 
den was again sighted, this time near Cocos 
Island, whereupon the Australian cruiser 
Sydney engaged her in battle. The first 
shot from the Emden destroyed the range- 
finding instruments, forcing the Sydney to 
close quarters before she could be effective. 
The result of the encounter was the de- 
struction of the Emden. She was beached 
on the island and most of her crew esca ped 
in @ sailing ship which happened to be 
there at the time. Consequently New Zea- 
land has no pleasant memories of that 
name, and opinion was divided as to how 
the new Emden should be received. 

a a * 

Fortunately the ship had been sent out 
in charge of a Captain rather than an Ad- 
miral, thus making the ceremony and pomp 
due such an exalted officer unnecessary. 
{t was finally decided that they should be 
received officially and courteously, though 
quietly. It is interesting to note that the 
Returned Soidiers’ League of Australia sent 
a& Message to the corresponding organiza- 
tion of New Zealand urging that, by all 
means, the Emden should be received hos- 
Pitably. That in itself gives some indica- 
tion of the difference between the two 
Dominions as also of that between the sol- 
diers and the peopie in general. Australia 
is so much bigger geographically and nu- 
mertcally, as well as politically and socially. 


Some understanding of the militant na- 
tional-mindedness of Australia makes one 
realize how much more it is true of New 
Zealand. At any rate, the ship was met 
by the Governor and the usual welcoming 
salutes fired. She remained in Wellington 
for 10 days, after first visiting Auckland. 
But it is not to be supposed that the people 
themselves welcomed the some-time enemy 
with open arms, or really approved of their 
mission, although ostensibly it was but a 
trip for the training of future navigators 
and seamen. At heart and in general they 
still nurture much of the bitterness and 
hatred of the war years. Here, as else- 
where, this is more true of those who stayed 
at home during the cataclysm than of the 
men who fought and who realized that 
the poor devils in the trenches opposite 
were no keener about the whole business 
than they were. Having been forced into 
it by reasons stronger than themselves, they 
could still do their job—for such it was to 
them—without personal animosity. 
v . . 

One New Zealander was struck by the 
fact that the German sailors were indistin- 
guishable from British tars except for their 
close-cropped hair. Perhaps he had ex- 
pected them to have horns or to resemble 
the ogres in the fairy tales! On this same 
trip the Emden visited Singapore and the 
British naval base there. “Just like them’’, 
said one citizen of New Zealand—*“snooping 
about to see what has been done there.” 
But that seems a needless cause of alarm, 
for the Germans would see little more than 
it was meant for them to see. 

Notwithstanding the dislike and distrust 
engendered by the war and still burning 
in this far corner of the Empire, the visit 
of the Emden with its carefully picked 
crew, cannot but have some beneficial effect 
—however slight. The very sight of those 
German sailors and some perception of 
their racial and social affinity to the 
Empire stock will surely make a dent in 
the armor of national hatred.

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NEW YORK, Aug. 21. 

ANAGING editors of metro- 
Mf poiitan newspapers deciare 

there are more applications for 
the job of dramatic critic than 
any other post on the staff. Every- 
body not writing a play longs for 
a seat on the aisle to give them 
an appraising once over. 

With few exceptions it is the 
most highly paid newspaper writ- 
ing assignment—the morning field 
paying larger wages than the eve- 
ning as a rule. This is because 
the task requires more speed and 
must be sustained through a very 
trying period while presses wait. 

Few newspaper jobs require such 
trigger thinking and quick writ- 
ing. Morning critics face a dead 
line and not to have their copy in 
type in time means it will not ap- 
pear. They are always seated on 
the aisle far down in front of the 
house. 

As a general thing a first night 
becomes an extended performance 
and rarely are they able to remain 
for the final curtain. They poise 


on the edge of their chairs, hats in 
hand, overcoats over arms and 
glancing nervously at watches. A 
few minutes before 11 they dart 
out like shots. 

Many have typewriters in mid- 
town hotels where they grind out 
their critiques and speed them off 
to editorial shops by waiting and 
winged Mercurys from the A. D. T. 
The morning critic salaries range 
from $10,000 a year to that of one 
reputed to receive $30,000, 

Reviewers for afternoon journals 
have more leisure to prepare their 
reports. While there are a few 
striplings among the critical herd, 
the majority are mature and mid- 
dle aged. A few indeed are white 
haired from the snow of many 
dramatic winters. 

The choicest seats are usually 
assigned to the morning crew. The 
afternoon men are next favored a 
few rows in the rear, and behind 
them are.the critics of the prom- 
inent weeklies and theatrical jour- 
nals. The “second string” critics 
attend less important openings on 
the same night.

229,932 PROTESTANTS 
IN ST. LOUIS AREA 


Enrolled Members Comprise 19 
Pct. of Fotal Population, 
Survey Shows. 


An enrolled membership of 225,- 
932 in 772 Protestant Church con» 


gregations of St. Louis, St, Louis 
County and St. Clair and Madison 
counties, Illinois, is shown in the 
forthcoming Biue Book of the Met- 
ropolitan Church Federation of St. 
Louis. ‘ 

An estimate of the population 
of this area is given at 1,192,162. 
On this basis, about 19 per cent of 
the people of the city and three 
adjoining counties are indicated as 
being members of Protestant 
churches, white and Negro. Sun- 
day schools attached to the same 
congregations are shown as having 
an enrollment of 144,404. A part 
of this number is also included un- 
der the church membership. Com- 
paratively few children under 12 
years old are enrolied members of 
the churches. 

A comparison with figures for 
1919 shows that an enrolled mem- 
bership of 161,871 was reported 
then. The figures then were not 
so complete as now, but the com- 
pilers of the table say that the rate 
of increase of church membership 
has been much higher than that or 
population. The showing of  in- 
crease ini church membership in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County is 
larger than on the East Side. 

The showing for St. Louis and 
St: Louis County is under 27 de- 
nominational classifications for the 
white churches and 11 for the Ne- 
gro churches. The enumeration of 
white churches shows 59 Lutheran 
churches in city and county, 52 be- 
ing of the Missouri Synoé@d; 55 
Methodist churches, of which 30 
are of the Southern and 25 of the 
Northern branch; 52 Presbyterian 
churches, of which eight are of the 
Southern body; 44 Evangelical) 
churches; 35 Baptist, 25 Episcopal, 
18 Congregational, 14 of the Dis- 
ciples of Christ, and four United 
Presbyterian. 

Membership figures for the city 
and St. Louis County churches in- 
clude 25,732 Lutherans of the Mis- 
souri Synod; 20,950 Evangelica, 


and 15.642 Baptist. The Baptist 
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church has the largest membership 
among the Negroes of the city and 
county. In Madison County, IIL, 
which includes the Tri-Cities, Alton 
and Edwardsville, the Baptists lead 
with 4714 members, and in S8t. 
Clair County, including East  S&t. 
Louis and Belleville, the Evangelli- 
cal Church-has the largest Pro- 
testant membership, 5368.

WOODEN STEPS FIRST 
AT CIVIL COURTHOUSE 


Granite Ones, Costing $90,- 
000, Must Wait Until Bond 
Issue Is Passed. 


When the new Civil Courthouse 
at Twelfth boulevard and Market 
street is opened about the first of 
next year, it will have wooden 
steps at its two entrances, facing 
Twelfth boulevard and Eleventh 
street. City officials and architects 


of the Memorial Plaza Commission 
say there will be no funds avail- 
able for permanent, granite steps 
until a new bond issue is proposed 
and passed. 

The 1923 bond issue provided 
$4,000,000 for the courthouse, but 
the cost exceeded this sum and the 
city was forced to advance $500,- 
000 from general revenue to aug- 
ment the fund. President Kinsey 
of the Board of Public Service and 
Walter L. Rathmann of the plaza 
commission said today that the 
$4,500,000 will complete the struc- 
ture except for the steps and for 
a number of court rooms and 
other quarters for which there is 
no present use and which it was 
planned not to complete at this 
time. 

There will be virtually no bal- 
ance left, however. It will cost 
about $90,000 for granite steps in 
conformity with the style of the 
building and for adjacent curbing 
around grass plots to surround the 
structure. Cost of the wooden 
steps was estimated by the archi- 
tects roughly at not to exceed 
$2000. The doorways are a con- 
siderable distance above the 
ground and it will be necessary to 


build the steps in banks, with 
landings in between. By careful 
construction and painting it is 


proposed to make the temporary 
stairways as sightly as possible. 
Whenever a new general bond 
issue is proposed, it is likely that 
$500,000 may be sought in it to 
reimburse the city’s general funds 
for the advance for the courthouse.

MANUFACTURERS’ OVER-PRODUCTION 
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Clergyman Said to Have Prac- 
ticed as Licensed Physician 
at New York Clinic. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 21.— With the 
Rev. Dr. James Empringham, for- 
mer head of the Definite Health 
Education Institution here, hurry- 
ing from the West to face charges 
against him, some of the details of 
the charges were made public yes- 
terday by the State Department of 
Health. 
It is charged that Empringham 
not only posed as, but practiced as 
a licensed physician at his insti- 
tute. 
Empringham’s son, Reginald, 
conducted a laboratory in the same 
building that housed the institute, it 
is alleged, and an investigator’s re- 
port states further that tests on 
various specimens were reported 
by the laboratory to permit the in- 
stitute to advise patients to take 
more treatments with larger fees. 
Another report quotes a state- 
ment of a physician who took a‘ 
position in the institute as an X-ray 
operator. This doctor says that on 
several occasions he observed Em- 
pringham using a stethoscope, tak- 
ing blood pressures ‘with a mano- 
meter and advising dietetic and 
general treatments, based on the 
symptoms described by the patient. 
Often, says the physician, Em- 
pringham took a patient through 
the complete examination. 
Women Examined. 

The physician also says women 
often told him of having disrobed 
for examination in Empringham’s 
office. On another accasion, the 
doctor says, Empringham said dur- 
ing aconversation: “I am a physi- 
cian. I am a graduate of the Mis- 
sionary Medical School of London, 
but I have no license to practice 
here.” 
A report shows that on com- 
munication with a Bishop, men- 
tioned in the pamphlets of the in- 
stitute as a director, whose name 
the health department officials will 
not divulge, a certain doctor was 
informed that neither the Health 
Education Institution nor James 
Empringham had any connection 
with the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. 
The institute was closed Feb. 23, 
1928, on information contained in 
these reports. Empringham’s name 
next appeared in the news when a 
few weeks ago he went to Reno to 
get a divorce.
